Then, shortly after, and within minutes of replacing 
Alan Fisher who left the field after receiving a nasty knock, Graham 
Berrigen latched onto a through pass from Carlos Ortega, raced 30 yards 
with the ball, drew the goalkeeper and calmly placed it into the back of 
the net. The score remained level until 10 minutes into the second half 
when St. George took the lead once more through Peter Kathoulos. 
Fifteen minutes from the end a good cross from the right from Dave 
Batten was met in the middle by Neil Manning who slammed the ball 
past the helpless St. George keeper. 


Having been beaten 7-1 at Gabbie Stadium in the first meeting, the 
2nd Grade were determined not to let it happen again and took the lead 
early when good pressure from Stuart Purcell forced a St. George 
defender to make a hasty back pass which went straight into his own 
goal.
